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Federal budget takes axe to post-secondary education

OTTAWA (CUP) - Federal 1m- 
nance Minister Don Mazankovvski 
laced up his budget shoes last week 
and stomped on university faculty 
and students. 

Mazankowski shut down several 
government advisory bodies, the 
six-month interest free period on 
student loans and destroyed any 
hopes of a nation.ll child care pro- 
gram. 

"What this budget said was what 
you give with one hand you mas- 
sively takeaway with another,” said 
Donald Savage, the executive direc- 
tor of the Canadian Association of 
University Teachers. 

The Science Council of Canada, 
agovernmentadvisorybodyin place 
since 1966, was shut down, and the 
Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council(SSHRC) will be 
merged into the Canada Council. 



Savage said shutting down the 
Science Council “probably had 
more to do with its independence 
than saving any money.” 

He said that merging SSHRC 
with the Canada Council would 
cause bureaucraticnightmares,and 
delays in dispersing grants for re- 
search. 

'I'heTories also replaced the three 
per cent tax on student loans with 
an end to the six-month interest 
free period on Canada student 
loans. 

TheCinadian Federation ofSt u- 
dents claimed the three per cent tax 
lift was a victory. But Liberal educa- 
tion critic Ron Duhamel disagreed, 
saying it was merely a political ges- 
ture. 

“Someclevcr person with a pen- 
cil figured the government could 
afford to eliminate the three per 
cent tax,” he said. The money the 
government makes from the inter- 



est on student loans will make up 
for any lost revenue from the three 
per cent tax, Duhamel said. 

The new interest arrangemtiit 
will begin with students negotiat- 
ingloans for the 1992-93 academic 
year. 

In 1989-90, almost 23.1,000 full 
time and 900 part time students 
were issued loans under the Canada 
Student Loan program. 



Child care workers say univer- 
sity students looking for more 
accessible child care also lost out in 
this budget. 

"If you’re a university student 
looking for a child care space, you 
still have an eight-to-ten month 
wait,” said Zeenal Mohammed, co- 
ordinator of the Metro Toronto 
Coalition for Better Child Care. 

There was no money allotted for 



creating extra spaces in child care 
centres, or increasing the subsidies 
made available to people seeking 
child care in the budget. 

MohammA said extra spaces 
andmoresubsidiescouldhtivebeen 
created through a national child 
care program. 

The Mulroney government 
promised the creation of national 
child care program in March, 1987. 



Mtl garbage to be burnt

The city of Montré.il presented its policy statement on waste man.ige- 
ment List week amid criticism from city environmental groups. 

riie BureaiuleCàmsultation de Montreal (B(à\l) was hired by thecity 
to research senarios for Montreal's waste management. Three senarios 
were proposed, each aiming to reduce waste bound for landlill si tes hy 50 
per cent. 

According to a city document “all three scenarios cannot get away 
from the need for a sanitary landfill site.” But, various groups around the 
city disagree. 

Action-Re-but,acoaltition ofeity environmental groups opposes the 
city’s stance on the basis that the proposed landfill sites could better be 
used for recycling purposes 

“Things would really be moving if we would replace the word ’waste’ 
with ‘resource’.” said )acqueline Mayrand, a spokesperson for Action- 
Re-but. “We are totally against the privileged senarios of the city.” 

The city has expressed the most interest in the one plan that relies 
heavily on the use of incinerators to take care of waste after recovery and 
composting. It would cost the city $222 million. 

Power produced from the burning of waste is cited by the city as one 
of the major reasons for favouring of the plan. The plan includes a major 
re-vamp of the city’s existing des Carrières incinerator. 

The present incinerator has come under fire by many already. A 
number of city environmental groups, including STOP, have criticized 
the city for concentrating on incinerator plans rather than waste reduc- 
tion. 

“We are waiting for the city to come up with a fourth senario in which 
waste reduction is a the m.njor theme," said Don Wedge of STOP. “In all 
of the plans set forward, none of them involve reducing waste in the next 
decade, or even at the beginning of the next century.” 

The other two proposed plans would not involve any increased use of 
incineration. 

One plan, which would cost $237 million, would involve the use of 
three solid waste composting facilities which would receive bulk waste, 
such as fridges, stoves, construction, and demolition materials. 

The third plan would e.ssentially continue with the current system of 
waste management. Based primarily on landfill disposal, it would in- 
clude theestablishment of compostingfiicilitiesforpre-sortcd municipal/ 
residential “green waste". It would also involveonesolid waste treatment 
facility. It would cost the city $157 million.

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Québec fights AIDS with glossy brochure

The Quebec Ministry of 1 lealth has recently pub- 
lished a set of guidelines for the private sector on how 
todealwithAlDSin the workplace. Butcriticscontend 
that the guidelines are inneffectual and will accom- 
plish little against discrimination in the workplace. 

The 51 page booklet, entitled “AID.S in the 
workplace: Lets do something about it", has been 
available for one month. It was printed as a guideline 
for private sector businesses about dealing with 
harrassment and discrimination against HIV positive 
employees. A government policy for public sector 
workers was released shortly beforehand. 

Douglas Buckley was unimpressed with the pro- 
vincial government’s document. 

“It doesn’t do enough," said Buckley, “It hasn’t 
gone far enough to give incentives to commercial 
employers to promote humane treatment [of HIV 
carriers). It only suggests that private businesses fol- 
low the public sectors’ example.” 

Buckley said a similar document by the federal 
government was more extensive and useful. Buckley 



accused the provincial government of “being a copy-

Nicole Marois of the Québec Ministry of I lealth said 
the ilocumcnt was a positive step towards ending AIDS 
discrimination in the workplace. She added that an 
impact committee would beset up in the near future to 
evaluate the effectiveness of the document. 

Of the 35 000 copies originally printed, 10 000 were 
sent to large private enterprises throughout Quebec. 
The others are available at various Ministry of I lealth 
offices, said Marois. 

But Buckley said the document was hard to find. 1 le 
said he visited four different offices around Montreal 
looking for the document before he gave up and bor- 
rowed a copy. 

The booklet is printed on glossy paper and illus- 
trated with colourful graphics. It contains information 
ranging from an example letter to employees to point- 
form suggestions on how to distribute information 
about AIDS, along with telephone hotline numbersand 
addresses to order videos concerned with AIDS in the 
workplace.

Johnston wants more tuition 

Principal David Johnston said he was “disappointed” that tuition fees 
next year will be hiked by no more than six per cent. 

Johnston said the university had budgeted for a tuition increase of at 
least seven per cent. 

He said he had hoped the Québec government would act more quickly 
in its intention of raising tuition to match levels in other provinces. 
Johnston estimated the Canadian average for tuition to be between $1900 
and $2000 for full-time students. 

Tuition in Québec increased by 38 per cent this year, and 64 per cent last 
year, after having been frozen at $570 per year for twenty years. Next year 
full time students will pay $1481 in tuition fees. 

International student f^ees, which increased by twenty per cent last year, 
will increase by only 1 per cent this year. 

The importance of a “McGill Connection" 

McGill Director of Admissions Mariela Johansen gave a report. 

She said McGill had unusually rigourous admissions requirements 
whicharebecomingtougherastheuniversityiscuttingdownonenrollment. 
While the university is cutting down on admissionsof Canadian students, 
it is actively recruiting American students. 

Johansen said students were admitted primarily on the basis of their 
academic performance, although in borderline cases, students with “a 
McGill connection,” arc considered favourably. 

Principal Johnston added that although it is illegal to ask students if 
their parents are alumni, there is a place on the Mc(!ill application form 
where students arc free to mention it. 

Dentistry gets reprieve 

The Board of governors approved Senate's rcccomcndation that the 
Faculty of Dentistry not be closed, providing certaiiuonditions were met. 

Dean of Dentistry Ralph Bnrolet said the faculty was working hard to 
conform to the conditions. 

An advisory committee set up to find ways of cutting back on education 
spendinglast summer proposed closing the Faculty in 1996. A joint senate- 
board committee reviewed the proposal and reccommendal that the 
faculty not be closed unless certain conditions were met. 

Barolet complained about the “tremendous amount of bad press” 
directed at the faculty of Dentistry since the closure of the faculty was first 
proposed. “I don’t think it is deserved," said Barolet. 

Governor 1 lershey Warshawski also complained about the process by 
which the decision about dentistry was made. 

“These nine conditions could have been advised in a much less 
painful, much less acrimonious manner,” said Warshawski.

21st century fund trashed 

Hélène Mathieu, management rep, demanded an 
explanation for an unconstitutional increase in stu- 
dent fees. The student fee increase is for contributions 
to the 21st century fund, a fundraising initiative in- 
volving students, faculty, alumni and private industry. 

Under the Student’s Society constitution, no more 
than one fee increase per semester is permitted. Be- 
cause a fee for the Health care plan was introduced this 
year, the new fund cannot be voted on until 1993. 
Students’ Society president Scott Mitic said the ruling 
will be appealed to the judicial board. 

Scott's foods flee McGill 

Several councillors asked about the departure of 
Scott’s foods as contractor for McGill. l,ev Bukhman, 
vp finance, said “Scott’s is projecting a massive deficit 
dueto unexpected start up costs, lost revenues, and the 
new taxation system. They are withdrawing from the 
contract for financial reasons." 

Clubs rep Julie Dzerowicz inquired about recent 
increases in cafeteria prices. 

Bukhman replied “The price raise was effectuated 
without SSMU permission, and as this represents a 
contractual violation, they wilt be lowered accord- 
ingly.” 



Professor Doug Sanders said re- 
ligionandthegovernmentareotfier 
areas being studied. 

“ 1 n the last two classes we’ vc been 
lookingat contemporary issuessuch 
as the fight with the United Church 
on ordination, and the pledge by 
the Conservative government to 
change the federal human rights 
code.”

Sanders said courses concerning 
lesbians and gays should become a 
permanent part of the law school 
curriculum. 

1 jw schools at the University of 
Ottawa and the University ofTo- 
ronto also offer such courses. 

Another addition to UBC’s law 
programme is called Perspectives 
on l aw. First-yearstiidenistakefour 
six-week sessions on different top- 
ics. One topic is on sexual 
orientation and the law, taught by a 
gay professor. 

Norman Gludovatz, lesbian and 
gay coordinator for the B.C. Young 
New Democrats, calletl such courses 
“a good first step.” 

“However one seminar is not 
enough if we are going to build a 
society that is truly equal and just,” 
he said. “What is nectled now is a 
new series of programmes at col- 
leges and universities across the 
province. The next step for UIK' is 
to have a lesbian, gay, bisexual stud - 
ies department." 




Salary increases? 

Mitic announced that a four per cent per year in- 
crease in fees for student services will be put into effect. 
The fee was passed by the Coordinating Committee for 
Student Services, a committee of senate. 

Architecture rep Dave Gruber questionned the pur- 
pose of the increase. “This alarms me, because this 
increase was based on a salarial increase that seems to 
have no basis in actuality.” 

Bukhman explained the increase was a projected 
safety clause, put in place to ensure that if a salary 
increase did occur. Students’ Society would be in a 
position to deal with it. Gruber demanded to know 
exactly what would happen to themoneyifthcforescen 
increase does not occur. 

“We don’t know what the increase will be, so with 
respect to the projected deficit budget, we feel the need 
to provide for such an event," said Bukhman. 

New FEUQER head nominated 

SSMU voted unanimously to approve the nomina- 
tion of Hélène Gagnon for the positon of president of 
the Federation Etudiante Universitaire du Quebec. 
Gagnon, a McGill student, served on this year’s FEUQ 
executive.

In an interview with Université de Montréal’s main paper, Coti 
fiMHKm.'Uobillard said improving the quality of education and 



eliminatinghighuniverisitydrop-outratesarethegreatest challenges 
facing the education system. 

“Twenty-fiveyearsago,reformingQuébec’s education system had 
only one goal: accessibility to higher education,” Robillard told 
Continuum, “We have succeeded in this fulfilling this challenge. The 
challenge now is ensuring that people persevere in their studies.” 

“Some accessibility problems remain, but they are slight.” 

Robillard saiil higher education is an ongoing priority for the 
l.iberal government. She said for three years the gt>vernment has 
provided new fuiuling to univer.sities. But given the present “eco- 
nomic preilicament," Robillanl said the government cannot be 
expected to direct any .additional fumling towards universities. 

Robillard told Co/imiuumth.u Québec's loans .and hursaries sys- 
tem is the “best in Canada" atui most students who work do so “for 
their better comfort, spending money and more autonomy.” 

She said the universities’ funding crisis cannot be resolved by 
imposing a one per cent tax on Québec corpor.ations (as many 
student associations have called for). Although the province’s busi- 
ness sector contributes very little to the education of their employees, 
Robillard said the government continues to encourage them to 
invest.

After 16 years of hard work. Université de Québec a Montréal 
(UQAM) linguistic prof l.ynn Drapeau lus produced the world's 
most comprehensive Montagnais-French dictionary. 

Drapeau said one of her greatest concerns was ensuring the 
Montagnais were consulted throughout the entire writing process. 
For one year. Drapeau lived and worked with Montagnais Pascal 
Bacon. 

.She .said the dictionary w.ns the culmination of a series of coopera- 
tion with the band council beginning in the early 80s. Initially, 
Drapeau helped with the“st.indardi/ation" of spelling .and the devel- 
opment of teaching material in Montagnais. The dictionary finally 
“crowned” their efforts. 

I Irapeau said she focussed on thedialect located around Betsiamite 
(a community loiMted near Baiefàuncau on Québec's North .Shore.) 

'I'he 22 000 word dictionary, she said, would be used to safeguard 
the Montagnais’ language and culture and would advance the study 
of Algonkian langu.iges. Over 10 000 Montagnais live in Libr.idor, 
around l.ac .Saint-Jean and along the St. Uiwrence River’s North 
Shore.

z\n inherent conflict exists in I'l-UQ’s mandate and 
the structure th.it they h.ivc chosen to re.ilise it. For a 
student group to effectively speak on behalf of stu- 
dents, it must h.ive.in independent grass ruotsbascand 
popular support. Membership referenda at McGill and 
Université de Montréal (accounting for more than 60 
per cent of its membership) passed only by tiny mar- 
gins (40 and 60 votes respectively of the less than 15 
per cent that voted in either election). Furthermore, 
FHUQdocs not h.ivea presence on campus, nor is there 
a mechanism in their constitution like .Student Initi- 
ated Referendum through which students can effect 
policy. 

FFU() is run by a small group of students on gov- 
ernment payroll who are severed from the student 
body. Rather than .ictivclyseeking.imand.ite from the 
gcncr.ll student population, FKUQdeterminesitspolicy 
behind closed doors — more with an eye to appeasing 
government officials than upholding the principles of 
quality accessible education. 

'Fhis elite core of student burc.iucrats contimuilly 
compromises thestudent movement. FKUQh.is.ib.in- 
doned the principle of a tuition freeze, and is presently 
seeking lo have tuition fees indexed according to rates 
of in flation. FHUQ docs not actively pressure for alter- 
natives to tuition hikes, like a 1 per cent corporate t.ix 
(which would solve the problem of underfunding). 



FFUt) has capitalized on the disunity in the student 
movement resulting from the failed battle against tui- 
tion fee hikes two ye.irs ago. 

FliUQ also refuses to take stands on any political 
issues. 1 his betrays the essence of the student move- 
ment, tr.idition.illy the source of critical evaluation of 
society and a promoter of social justice. 

FKUQ spends $30 (X)ü a year of iMcGill students’ 
money towards producing a glossy rag (complete with 
a congratulatory note from Premier Rourassa thanking 
FKUQ for their cooperation/collaboration) and a use- 
less coupon booklet for students. 

FKUQ docs not have the support of the students it 
purports to represent. Its compromising affiliation 
with the Quebec government, its regressive policies 
and irresponsible misuse of our funds, the appalling 
lack of leadership on issues of social concern, arc only 
some of the reasons why FKUQ should be opposed. 

Somcargucth.it wc should stay in FKUQ and try to 
address these problems fjoin within theorganiz.ation. 
z\ simple analogy will dispute this; it’s cheaper to tear 
down a condemned building and build a new one, 
rather than renovate the e.xisting one. FF.UQ's weak 
foundation, flawed structure, and elitist plumbingsys- 
tem leaves us with only one alternative. zXbandon it! 

Our only access to FKUQ is through one SSMU 
representative at McGill who is entirely in favour of 
FKUQ’s policies. 'I'he barriers to change arc formida- 
ble. Wc should only support a student organization 
which takes a firm stand against tuition fees and other 
barriers to .icccssibility. 

So on next week’s ballot be sure to say: FEUQ off!

Daily: Ii Latin American femi- 
nism an early stage of western 
feminism, or is it something fun- 
damentally different? • 

Montenegro: i don’t think it's 
an earlier stage of anyone clse’s 
movement. In tcrmsof the gainsthe 
various movements have won, yes, 
we’re behind. Hut that has more to 
do with the social situation in Litin 
America. We live under imperial- 
ism; western women don’t. 

It may even be that we in latin 
America aremoreadvanceU insome 
ways. Recently feminists in the 
highly industrialized societies real- 
ized incremental gains weren’t 
enough: their subordination wasn’t 
ending. They began to sense the 
whole structure had to be changed. 

Hut in industrial societies peo- 
ple, includingwomen,arcmalerially 
very svell off. i lowcan you persuade 
a (ierman woman to go out and 
topple the entire social structure 
when she’s sitting in her line, well- 
tended little house? 

In our societies, on the other 
hand, the crisis is total. We already 
know that our subjugation is part of 
a broader system, so it’s much easier 
to radialize the mass struggle. 

We need to create a grassroots, 
broad-based mass movement with 
close links to the rest of society, 
including the other gender, and 



move it in the direction of revolu- 
tion. 

What we have asked theKurope- 
ans to do is recognize themselves in 
us. Not to say that our way of doing 
things is better than theirs, or vice- 
versa, but to recognize that our 
diverse problems have common 
roots. 

North Americans sometimes 
.say l.alin American womenareloo 
willing to compromise Ihcir plat- 
forms, to placate men and 
conservative women. 

We don’t want to alienate our- 
selves from the rest of the population 
and the other popular niovements. 
We have to think in ter ms ofa popu - 
lar bloc of political alliances. 

The women’s movement here 
hasn’t go*t stuck in a reformist men- 



tality. Nor has it shrunk. In fact, the 
more radical ideas have spread from 
a tiny group of intellectuals to a 
much broader and weightier body 
of opinion. 

Remember, too, that here in 
Nicaragua we have theadvantageof 
a schooling provided by the 
.Sandinista front. 'Hie Revolution 
was a collective experience which 
empowered women,but also taught 
us the arts of politics and diplo- 
macy. 

We’ve learned how to fight a 
guerilla w.ir. The military culture 
seeped into our botlies, and today 
we’re puttingthestrategy into effect 
by peaceful means. 

Do you think there's been an 
excessive tendency toward 
gheltoiralion in western femi- 
nism? 

Undoubtedly women have had a 
major inlluence in western socie- 
ties. Hut for the most part, it’s the 
srufe which is recognizing what’s 
incvimble, directing feminists’ en- 
ergies, CO opting them as part of its 
own vision. 

At the grassroots, feminists tend 
to be ghettoized if they stay only in 
their feminist circles. You have to 
move into other organizations — 
unions, and so on. 

Our position is that women 
should fight from the smallest units 
of power at the 
base. And they 
should be elected 
there by males 
also, not just by 
women’s votes. 
The idea is to get 
women elected 
who will advance 
women’s causes, 
and also represent the interests of 
all those who vote for them. 

What’s the point of having a 
woman leader who’s not a feminist, 
and doesn’t know a damn thing 
about women’s rights? I.ook at 
Violeta (dtamorro! 

.Some western feminist groups 
actually sent us congratuhtions af- 
ter Chamorro’s election. They were 
rejoicingbccausetherewasa woman 
in power in Nicaragua. 

Never mind that she was a right- 
wing representative ofa backward 
class, and totally committed to pa 
triarchal capitalism. She was a 
woman. lesus, so wluiii You might 
as well elect a cow! 

What areNicaraguun women’s 
reproductive rights right now? 

Abortion has always been illegal

in Nicaragua. Hut under the 
.Sandinistasit was never persecuted. 

The Sandinistas were concerncil 
abortion would become a political 
issue that the Right could pick up 
and run with all over the fucking 
world. Hut they were very tolerant 
with clinics and doctors who did, 
abortions as part of their private 
practice. 

Over the last ten years it was 
much less of a d isgrace for a woman 
to admit she’d had an abortion, or 
needed one. 

The problem was with the public 
health services. Hospitals were only 
willing to do abortions when they 
absolutely had to. .So women began 
pinching themselves in the stom- 
ach to bring on the .abortion. 
Obviously, the poorest women who 
couldn’t afford private doctors were 
most affected. 

Since the Sandinistas lost the 
(1990) elections, the public health 
system has been dismanticil. The 
network of neighbourhood clinics, 
free access to health and medicines, 
and the system of popular pharma- 
cies — they’ve all shrunk radically, 
and it’s harder now for women to 
get means of birth control. 

Hutched abortions are the sec- 
ond most pervasive cause of death 
for women in this country. 

On top of that, women h.ive to 
deal with the new government’s 
prudish vi.sion of sexuality. The 
Chamorro regime wantsa return to 
theoldagro export economy, which 
needs a constant infusion of cheap 
Kibour. .So it has no interest in a 
reproiluctive model that encour.iges 
smaller families. 

That’s part of the government’s 
broader attitude toward social 
spending. Its economic policy is 



foundalonasavagecapitalism.The 
social investment necessary to bet- 
ter the living conditions of the 
population is dismissed .ns “unpro- 
ductive expenses." 

In the long run, our agenda is to 



conquer the riglit of women to their 
own bodies and to recover our sta- 
tus .ns full citizens. Th.nt means 
undoing all the laws that stand in 
our way, fighting obsolete customs, 
and giving women the material 
means to exert their rights. 

You an only do a small amount 
if you address the abortion issue 
independently of the whole. 

What is the impact on women 
of the new government's eco- 
nomic policie^ 

It mans pushing women back, 
beause women have been advanc- 
ing all through the last deade. 

Unemployment has soared, and 
women are nearly always the first to 
be dismissed from jobs. There's a 
growingnumber of f^amilies haded 
by women, so a large part of the 
population is deeply affected. 

We see the return to pay dis- 
crimination and diminished 
opportunities for women. There's a 
wholesale attempt to roll b.ick pro- 
gressive laws like the unilateral 
divorcelaw.Thegovernment wants 
to return women to their pre-revo- 
lutionary legal status. 

In Nicaragua before the revolu- 
tion, a woman was considered a 
minor. Shecouldn’t le.avethecoun- 
try or even open a bank account 
without permission from her hus- 
baiul! 

Now you see why our feminist 
strategy has as its fundamental pil- 
lar the préservât ion of revolutionary 
gains. We have to keep the changes 
in place and keep moving forward, 
building on the infrastructural 
transformations tlut provide.! base 
for reorganizing the rest of society.
